A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

2. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Howard. 
Howard is considered to disclose the claimed step of operating a transcritical 
refrigeration system based on a model. See column 6, lines 32-36. Howard further 
controls the system to obtain a desired high pressure of the system. See, for example, 
column 3, lines 51-53, The recitation in claim 5 is considered to be a desired result 
rather than a positive method step. 

3. Claims 7-1 1 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.
